The Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council has decided that, whatever the 
framers of the British North America Act 
may have had in mind, the fact that 
women are now eligible to the House of 
Commons makes it necessary to inter- 
pret the act in a way to make them eli- 
gible to the Senate also, 

The decision is not important in the 
sense of settling the question as to wheth- 
er women are to be admitted to the upper 
house. Premier King stated some time ago 
that, should the verdict go the other way, 
legislation would be introduced in parlia- 
ment for the explicit purpose of qualify- 
ing women for appointment to the senate. 

The decision is important as making 
this special legislation unnecessary, and 
thus avoiding any delay which might have 
occurred in accomplishing the end by that 
method. The effect is that women are ad- 
mitted, under the law as it stands, to have 
full political equality with men, and eli-

A better phrase would bo; “Dis. 
missing Your Nerves.” the real dif- 
ficulty with hose of neurotic ton- 
dency is having their nerves on their 
minds in any sense, and any one who 
will develop a technique for that wil) 
be a savior of mankind, There's noth- 
ing easier to say than: Forget it, and 
nothing harder to do, Freud swms it 
all up by saying that hystericals suf- 
fer from their memories; they can't 
forget. When they outwit their con- 
scious memories the subconscious re- 
gisters and keeps the sore alive, 

That's how he would explain the 
case of fear-shock of the war Just 
cited, To Freud neurosis is a case of 
imperfect forgetting. We state it pop- 
ularly by saying that we just can't 
get over it, The insult rankles; the dis- 
appointment just keeps on troubling, 
You are not reconoiled to your fate; 
so your adjustment suffers to your job 
or whatever you have in hand; you 
are distressed, distracted or unhappy 
because you can't forget. 

What you have t outwit is your 
memories and when those memories 
are saturated with emotion, the 
drowning of care is not the simple 
matter of outwitting that the books 
make out, It’s a long struggle and a 
slow, hard fight; is a matter of ups 
and downs at best, 

So in the end what all the writers 
and all the readers of these many 
books on nerve control are alming at 
is “getting the better of your nerves,” 
not necessarily by your wits, for the 
intellectual part of the process is a 
small part of it, but by the combined 
exercise of your courage, your deler- 
mination, your “guts,” and the regu- 
lation of your life by a scheme which 
shall not be self-centered nor health- 
centered 

But—and it is so large @ but that 
{t deserves capital letters—that's a 
very different problem when you have 
inherited a set of nerves that kick 
up the very devil on thé least pravoe 
cation or one that takes an emotional 
cyclone to disturb. All programs of 
nerve control not adjusted to the great 
range of individual differences are 
futile. Strengthening our powers of re- 
sistance ,is a far better policy than 
outwitting your nerves.

The 
firat doctor to settle in that part of 
the world Was Dr, A, Bradford, who 
also homesteaded, Both doctors car- 
rled on a certain amount of medical 
practice as a aide line, for tn those 
days it was impossible for a sick per- 
son to get oul © Edmonton for 
treatment, and the only hospital avail. 
able was the little log emergency hos- 
ital in Grande Prairie, operated by 
he Rev, Mr, Forbes and Mrs, Forbes 
and maintained by the Women's! 
Home Miasionary Society of the Pres- 
byterlan chureh, This hospital had 
no provision for maternity cases, and 
these had to be looked after in the 
ttle ploneer homes, 

On the Trall at 60 Below 

Mrs, Pletcher Bredin, @ prominent 
old timer in the north counlry, and a 
graduate nurse who did much nursing 
in the early days, describes Dr, Higgby 
in a few words; “She was a missionary | 
doctor if ever there waa one, a doctor | 
thoroughly human, working for the 
love of the work,” Mrs, Bredin had 
met Dr, Higgby on cases when both 
women had ridden over winter tratls 
With the thermometer registering 60 
degrees below vero, to bring relief to 
some sick person, Dr. Higgby never 
refused a call, said Mrs, Bredin, and 
though she made no reference to her 
own record in this connection, from 
accounts given by others one might} 
safely infer that the nurse wag as 
faithful as the doctor. Frequently the) 
doctor had no remuneration, and on 
one occasion had to hire rigs at her 
own expense to take her to her pa- 
tient, The nurse worked voluntarily 
at all times. 

Dr. Higgby later returned to Bast- 
ern Canada, but her name is still re- 
membered affectionately by old Umers | 
lof the Grande Prairie country, and it} 
is often linked up with thelr casual 
mention of the new municipal hospital 
at Grande Prairie which afords them 
oxpert nursing service and a feeling of 
security which creates contentment in 
their lives

We mentioned “blower system: A} 
blower system is simply a fan at-| 
tached to your boiler to stimulate the | 
draft through the fuel bed, It should

| Crocodile Islanders Have 
| No Religion, Money or 
Hunting Weapons

SAN FRANCISCO, Calif., Oct, 19 
The existence of a people of stone age 
} culture on a group of small islands in 
| the Arafura sea, north of Australia, 
was vouched for here Friday by W. 
| Lloyd Warner, anthropologist, upon 
his return from an exploring expedi- 
tion under the auspices of the Rocke- 

feller foundation, 

Warner said he had lived among the 
| Aborigines on the Crocodile islands, 
off the northern coast of Australia 
The Crocodile islanders have no re- 
ligion and have not reached the stage 
where they can use bows and arrows, 
he said, 

“The inhabitants of the Crocodile 
islands are the last stone age people 
in the world,” Warner said. “They 
cook their food in holes among hot

“TRIANGLE” DRAMA 


Five Years’ Penal Servitude 
With Hope of Sentence 
Diminution 


The effect on the brain when an ani- 
mal or human being is subjected to 
great physical or mental fatigue was 
questioned by counsel during a mur- 
der trial at the Old Bailey. 

George Robert Davison, 30, of 
Burnt Farm Lodge, near Cheshunt, 
was charged with murdering his wife 
and with attempted suicide. 

The jury returned a verdict of man- 
slaughter and Davison was sentenced 
to five years’ penal servitude. 

Mr. Justice Hawke, summing up, 
said he doubted whether there was 4 
case quite like the one before the 
Court in the records of crime. 

Not only did the relatives of Davyi- 
son, the police and Independent poo 
ple give him an admirable character, 
but the relatives and friends of the 
dead woman also joined in showing 
sympathy for him. 

Davison shot his wife following the 
discovery that she had been, carrying 
on an intrigue with a lodger named 
Woodhouse, 

In a letter to the coroner 
wrote; 

“My wife has been carrying on with 
another man twice her age, so T am 
going to put a stop to it at once. 
When you pass the verdict don’t put 
temporarily insane, as I am as #en- 
sible as ever I have been."’

Passing sentence, Mr, Justice
